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By the last French mail, we bad to 
record the departure of Sir Edmund 
Hornby, ou his retirement fromthe Chief 
Judgeship of Her Britannic Majesty's 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, 
Nearly six years ago, in noticing Sir 
Edmuud Horuby’s departure on leave 
of absence, we took occasion to comment 
upon what had occurred during his 
tenure of office and the efficient manner 
in which he bad organised aud. estab- 
lished his Court aud its numerous 
branches. We have now to say a final 
farewell, and doing so with every kindly 
wish, we shall be oxpressing the 
general feeling of onr fellow-residents, 
‘The position which Sir Edmund Hornby 
has filled with undoubted ability, for 
about eleven years, is one of consider. 
able importance. In addition to pres 
siding over the Shanghai Court, the 
Chief Judge has to direct and supervise 
the working of the British Courts at 
all the Treaty ports in China and Japan, 
He is to some extent the confidential 
legal adviser of H. B. M.’s Minister ab 
Peking, and he is, whilst filling the 
judicial office, instructed to promote re- 
conciliations, and facilitate the amicable 
settlement of suits pending before him, 
Whether it be wise or politic that the 
Judge of a British Court should be 
compelled to discharge such apparently 
anomalous duties, we do not now pur- 
pose to discuss; bat it must certainly 
tend to enhance the difficulties of bis 
position, and entail upon him some 
disagreeable responsibility. From re- 
sponsibility, however, Sir Edmund 
Hornby: never sbravk; and he has 
brought much quick penetration to 
bear upon the many delicate and dif- 
ficult matters which have come before 
him, He has undoubtedly done much 








tocheck litigation ; though in his desire 
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to facilitate the amicable settlement of 
matters, he has, perhaps, sometimes 
given rather too free vent to his 
opinions, and allowed what he believed 
to be common-sense justice to outrun 
the cool and calm consideration of the 
legal merits of a case, which should form 
a leading feature in judicial decisions. 
‘This tendency, however, appeared more 
heinous to members of the legal pro- 
fession than to the outside public, which 
often becomes impatient of legal techni- 
calities and delights to see the fine- 
spun arguments of counsel rent by an 
incisive common-sense utterance from 
the bench, Sir Edmund’s peculiarly 
straight-forward character, which pre- 
vented his in any way concealing his 
feelings, did not perhaps coincide with 
the popnlar estimate of befitting 
dignity in a Judge; but he always 
conducted himself, both in and out 
of Court, with the greatest courtesy 
find good temper towards suitors and 
the members’ of the legal profession. 
Ho has always been a strong supporter 
of tho Municipal institutions of Shang- 
hai, and done much to assist their 
successful working, He exerted him- 
self to draft and procure new Orders 
in Council, for the better government 
of British subjects in China and Japan, 
and the improved working of the 
Supreme and Consular Courts—the 
issue of which by Her Majesty, we 
hope soon to hear of. Sir Edmund's 
long services have been recognised by 
his official chiefs in the award to bim, 
at an unusually early age, of a very 
handsome pension, which we heartily 
hope he may long enjoy. 














Taw last fortnight has witnessed an 
extraordinary rise in the value of 
dollara, the full reasons of which scem 
somewhat difficult to discover, The 
sudden rise from 72.6 to 77.0 and up- 
wards, can scarcely be altogether 
attributed to speculation, though the 
rapid retreat to about 72.5 shows that, 
in the condition of semi-panic to which 
the market had arrived, there had been 
an opportunity offered and accepted 
for the operations of the speculators: 
For some reasons not easy to 
explain, dollars have recently been 
at a low rate, and the result 
seems that, while no import has 
been induced, a steady. but not 
marked export must have been going 
ou. As the opening of the silk 
season approached, and the dealers 
sought to lay down their stocks of 
dollars to purchase in the interior, it 
was suddenly discovered that the 








amount actually held in the port was 
considerably below that required, and 
asort of run on the stocks available 
was the result. More or less, dollar 
operations have always been a source 
of mystery to the foreigner. Ap- 
parently only needed for the purchase 
of the one crop, silk, the month of 
May has usually witnessed a grenter 
or less rise in their value, as compared 
For some years 
back, an excitement like the present 
has not been known; the stocks seem 
to have been sufficient for all purposes, 
and provision seems to have been made 
in ample time for the contingency. 
Looking at the matter from outside, it 
would seem as if the present time were 
one peculiarly fitted for the accumula. 
tion of stocks above the average. The 
value of silver in Europe had decreased 
toa remarkable extent, whi 
chasing power in China was but s 
modified. In a wholesome condition 
of trade, the result would have been to 
induce a flow of silver to China, The 
East wonld natarally restore the balance 
upset by an unusual series of events in 
the West. Unfortunately, such does 
not seem to bave been the case. The 
course of trade in China is too much 
restricted, to afford an opening for the 
profitable employment of additional 
capital. In fact, its decadence bas 
been so marked, that notwithstanding 
the cheapening of its  circalating 
medium, silver, in the markets of the 
world, the tendency has been for it 
to leave China, rather than to flow to- 
wards it, Restricted trade requires aless 
supply of currency, and affords therefore 
a less profitable use for capital, which 
naturally tends to flow to the market 
where it can be most advantageously 
utilised, Hence it is that the so-called 
balance of trade is no criterion as 
to the movements of the precious 
metals, which often set in contrary to 
the calculation of those who make the 
study’ of returns of imports and exports 
their special care, The present is an 
instance in point. The flow of bullion 
is of such a nature that, with the best 
conceivable arrangements, it is difficalé 
to keep a running account of it. In 
‘an empire like China, where the Foreign 
Customs is the only body which collects 
statistics, and where even in its returns 
those relating to bullion are notably 
defective, the only means left to judge 
of the movements of the precious 
metals are their greater or less scarcity 
in the market at any one season. 
Shanghai is notably subject to sudden 























fluctuations, which occasionally enable i 





us to judge of the actual amount held, 
The present is an instance in point, 
We have heard it calculated that some 
six millions of dollars were ordinarily 
required for the opening of the silk 
market ; it has been said that less than 
one-third of that quantity were actually 
obtainable at the moment. If this be 
the ense, it hardly speaks well for the 
good management of the native banking 
establishments, A sudden call of three 
millions of taels to Chiukeang, in con. 
nection with the salt monopoly, it may 
be remembered, temporarily reduced 
Shanghai to a state of actual im. 
pecanivsity, and business was practi« 
cally suspended ior about a week, It 
would seem therefore that, as a rule, 
the large business of Shanghai is oar. 
ried on with an extremely small stock 
of bullion; so small, in fact, that any 
modification of the usual requirements 
of the pluce produces a temporary pauio, 
Small as is, however, the actual amount 
of bullion held, it seems, in the want of 
openings for its profitable employment, 
to have a tendency to decrease, aud this 
decrense is not affected by the ovine 
cidence that silver in Europe is at 
the time at an unprecedentedly low 
rate, Tho whole affair suggests an 
unsatisfactory state of trade. The 
bullion is squeezed out of the market 
by tho restrictions which render trade, 
except in a few articles, impossible ; 
aud hence at any moment an wulooked 
for eveut causes a temporary panic, 
extremely detrimental to wholesome 
business.

We need scarcely 
point to the resuls—Nothing. We 
are aware much money has been 
spent, and that this money has been 
raised by exactions well nigh restric- 
tive on trade, but nothing lias as yet 
been gained; and to judge from recent 
disclosnres, except to benefit a few 
mandarins in the “swim,” and a number 
of not over particular foreigners, 
nothing is likely to be done fur some 
time to come. One of the worst 
features of the present system, is the 
opening afforded for underliand conduct, 
A tendency to this is the curse of all 
governmental services, not only in 
China but elsewhere; but when auch a 
system is inangurated in a country 
like China, where there is 10 possible 
check on the action of individuals, the 
results are more gluring than elsewhere, 
Disclosures at Foochow are only ex. 
amples of what is carried on all round, 
and what is a necessary concomitnnt 
of the present system. When, therefore, 
we see steps taken for cotton mills, 
cloth manufnctories, and all manner 
of other things, under Government 
auspices, we know the result, Cone 
ducted as matters are by the offcials 
of the Chinese Government, they cannot 
be financial successes. If carried on, 
they can only be supported by still 
heavier exactions on trade, At present, 
these are so serious that they have 
caused a virtual stagnation in tho 
internal trade of the Empire—a stagnas 
tion felt very seriously in its secondary 
effects on the foreign trade of Chi 
There is no doubt that serious dis. 
ction exists in the trading com: 
it seems that this , 
faction is beginning to find 
expression more strongly than in words, 
Now, as foreigners are interested in 
the foreign trade of China, we would 
glidly welcome the establishment in 
China of genuine industrial enterprise. 
We are not of the nature of those who 
ery out that the native is cnpable 
of supplanting the foreigner in fair 
business. If he do, we are willing to 
sny—so much the better for trade, 
which can best flourish when things 
are honest. At present, we are suffer- 
ing along with the native—not in 
his interest. Foreign trade is bad, and 
foreigners are discontented, because 
native trade is bad and natives are 
discontented ; and native trade is bad 
brcanse the exactions of irresponsible 
official shave rendered its prefitable con 
duct impossible. We are glid to weleome 
a genuine native mercantile association 
in China, If the Wing-hong Bank keeps 
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itself clear from officialdom, and av 
the error of seeking to create monopolit 
ite eucoess will be a benefit to trade in 
general, foreign as well as native. . We 
Know the tendency of such assoc’ 

to drift into organs of repression—as 
instance the curious use of the Chinese 
‘Hospital at Hongkong, where the direc- 
tors have tried to make themselves a 
gontrolling body in the Colony. If the 
Wing-bong Bank steer clear of these 
breakers alend, it will earn the grali- 
tude of those interested in China’s 
progress. But if it mix itself up with 
Government undertakings, or fall under 
the influence of Government officials, 
it will be a bane instead of a blessing. 








THE “TAIL” CUTTING EXCITEMENT. 
Iw any other country, the curious ex- 
Gitement which has prevailed lately on 
the subject of “ tails,” would be langhed 
‘Bt as an evidence of superstition, and 
passed over, The idea of a “ paper 
sprite” with paper shears going about 
the country invisible, to cut off people’s 
tails, is so ridiculous that we can 
hardly conceive it obtaining general 
gredence, But. nothing is too absurd for 
the lower orders of Chinese, and many 
‘even of those who might be thought 
more intelligent are half-persuaded that 
this is now happening. A readiness to 
believe in counter-spells is a natural 
‘oncomitant of a belief in sorcery, and 
80 we find balf the population going 
‘about with bits of paper bearing mystic 
‘characters, in their hair, as a protection 
it shears. At first 
sight, the misfortune would not seem a 
very desperate one, if a man did lose 
‘a portion of bis queue; the lower 
half being generally of silk, and there- 
fore ensily replaced. Still, given the 
belief in the sprites, we can fancy it is 
an uncomfortable sensation to think 
they are watching an opportunity of 
operating on you; and @ more practical 
Teason for terror exists, in the saying 
that a man whose tail has been cut off 
will dio within four months. How this 
latte ted is not very clear ; 
probably it was started as an adjunct 
to the cutting—to further disturb 
imen’a minds, The next peculiarity is 
the origin of the sprites. They seem to 

out out of red paper, furnished with 
paper shears, and magically invested 
with the power of locomotion by some 
persons unknown, who commission them 
to perform their eccentric work.—This 
is the supernatural side of the ques- 
tion, But there is a political one, 
though it is so curiously mixed up with 
the former in the minds of even intel- 
ligent Chinamen, that it does not seem 
to lessen their horror of the paper 
shears. Tho chief or ideal sprite is re~ 
presented to have shears in one band 
and a sword in the other—the shears 
to lop off the badge of China's sub- 
jection, the sword to strike down her 
alien oppressor. And, as disturb 
ance of men’s minds is the necessary 
prelnde, in China, to any uprising, we 

we here a practical motive for the 












































getting up of the excitement, anda 
practical hint conveyed in the measures 
taken for the purpose, . 
Assuming this to be the explanation 
of the mystery, the prime movers in 
the matter and modus operandi of 
their agents, must be questions of keen 
interest for the raling powers. For it 
must be recognised at the outset that 
tails do drop off. The fancy is not 
utterly baseless, like the tale which was 
started at the time of the Tientsin 
‘Massacre, that the foundations of our 
Cathedral were laid on dead bodies. 
Many Chinamen have lost their tails, 
and we can hardly admit that the im- 
aginary sprites are real men with steel 
shears; for it could hardly happen that 
some one would not have been detected 
before this, in the act of cutting. The 
most likely explunntion is that the 
agents, whoever they are, of the con. 
spirators, whoever they may be, operate 
by means of some potent acid. It is not 
very hard to conceive a man applying a 
littie acid, in a crowd, to a stray tail or 
two, as opportunity offers ; and the snid 
tails dropping off bye-and-bye, as they 
are said todo, without visible ngency.— 
Who are the prime movers in the 
matter ? is a question which the man. 
darins would probably give much to 
have answered. As we have said 
before, such disturbances of the public 
mind are invariable preludes, in 
China, to rebellion. Rebellion does 
not necessarily follow, but rebellion is 
invarinbly preceded by some popular 
agitation ; and the political outlook just 
now is sufficiently uncertain to afford 
very good reason for viewing such 
indications with uneasiness. Would- 
be-rebels China or elsewhere, must 
wait their opportunity; and the nspect 
of affairs in the North-west, and the 
uncertainty of foreign relations, presage 
a possible opportunity, for which some 
oue or some clique may have thought 
it useful to still further pave the way, 
‘The whole thing may subside as it bas 
begun—coming apparently from no- 
where, aud fading away into space; or 
it may, as we have said, be the prelude 
to more serious excitement, Tb 
darins are said to be inclined to incul- 
pate the “White Lily Society,” of 
which we wrote last month; but we 
necessarily know very little of their 
suspicions or the gronnds for the 
It is-probably a proof how “mi: 
and bewildered they are themselves, 
that some American missionaries who 
lately passed through Nanking, and 
visited the Ming Tombs, were followed 
in their excursion by four soldiers—to 
see that they did not take the opportu. 
nity of so convenient a spot to com- 
mission and despatch some of the 
“ paper sprites” on their dreaded work ! 






































CHINESE MISGGVERNMENT. 
‘Tue Peking Gazette is as remarkable 
for what it omits as for what it con. 
tains ; but both contents and omissions 
go to show the curious *bent of the 
Chinese mind, more accurately than 





any other test at our disposal. No- 
where are the contradictions‘which meet 
us at every turn of Chinese life more 
clearly shown than in the memorials 
which find publicity in its pages, An 
elaborate code of criminal law, spoiled in 
administration by the incapacity, selfish. 
ness, neglect, and corruption of the 
Mandarins—an officer sentenced to 
penal servitude beyond the frontier 
for seduction, but @ score of persons 
kept illegally in confinement for years, 
by a single magistrate, from ‘sheer 
disregard of duty, A viceroy punished 
for offending ngainst etiquette by 
naming the rauk of an official in 
memorializing the Throne; but appeals 
upon appeals against the injustice and 
neglect of provincinl judges practically 
shelved, by reference back to the very 
officials concerned in upholding the 
iniquity. A decree conferring a donae 
tion of a tael upon the bearers of the 
Emperor's sedan chair ; and a memorial 
from the Viceroy of Szechnen, declaring 
that the ordinary resources of revenue 
are exhausted, and asking permission 
to extract a forced contribution from 
the rich inbobitants, as ® menns to 
supply the Imperial needs. A decree 
reprehending some wretches who had 
ventured to use, and leave tracka of 
cart-wheels on, the road over which 
His Majesty was to travel—while there 
is not another road in the Empire in 
fit condition for a wheeled vehicle to 
over. In every direction, in fact, 
ute attention to officinl detail, and 
neglect of the broad duties of Govern. 
ment, Two years ago, the Imperint 
resident in Thibet memorialised that 
his predecessor had lost the Chinese 
copy of the treaty with Nepnul, and 
the copy of Regulations for the conduct 
of affairs in Thibet, and asking to 
have fresh copies sent from Peking to 
complete the official library ; and now, 
two years Inter, the present resident 
acknowledges receipt of these books, 
which comprise thirty-two volumes, 
and have occupied all this tit in 
preparation, ‘The appearauco of a 
snake in an embankment is duly 
chronicled as a manifestation of 
the presence of a Water God; but 
incidents in the North-west, which 
affect the peace of the Empire, aro 
passed over in silence, Never did 
people display a more marvellous fax 
culty than the Chinese, for grasping at 
the xhadow and missing tte substance, 
in every feature of their administra: 
tive detail—excellent theory, abomi- 
nable practice. Lawgivers witb abi- 
lity to devise a useful code, but an 
official system too corrupt to put it 
in execution. The Government resem= 
bling, in fact, an elaborately designed 
machine, but so huge and complicated 
that it groans, creaks, and sticks, at 
every instant in practical working. 
The contrast is remarkable, with the 
vigoar and activity of the executive 
in the neighbouring Empire of Japan. 
We are not going to discuss the rela- 
tive wisdom of the two Governments ; 
but simply call attention to the contrast 
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between their effectivencss. The high- 
est developments of progress in China 
are spasmodic memorials by Censors, 
pointing ont tho absence of rain, 
and exhorting the Empresses Regent 
to be carefal in their choice of 
Councillors and subordinates, as a 
remedy; followed by an edict in the 
name of the Emperor, confessing his 
shortcomings, and praying his viceroys 
and their subordinates to root ont 
coreaption, and to doable their paternal 
solicitade, Neither means anything ; 
and mattera go on as hefore ; and creeks 
fill up, and rivers break their bonnds, 
and bridges fall down, and roads re- 
main impassable, and corraption pre- 
vails mightily. While the Jnpanese 
are making railways, introducing tele- 
graphs, revising taxation, and promul- 
gating new laws—which are renlly 
carried out and obeyed. The dirty 
habits of the one,and the cleanliness of 
the other people, are symbolic of their 
respective Governments and institu- 
tions—tbe one all mocld, and rast, and 
inefficiency ; the other, bright and clean, 
and effective. That the energy is not 
ocensionally misdirected in the one ense, 
we will not m ain; but we bad 
rather see n progress verging on 
fassiness and imitation, than the hope- 
less stagnation and corruption of the 
huge body politic which Mandarins 
affect to consider the centre of civilisa- 
tion and learning. 

























DRSICCATION OF CENTRAL ASIA. 
From one cause or other, the climate 
of a largo portion, if not of the entire, 
of Asia would seem in the course of 
centuries to be becoming more dry and 
arid, and the desert to be slowly but 
ly encronching on the abodes of 
ized life. We are familiar with 
fact in the countries of Western 
Asia, with which from our earlier 
studies of history we are better ac- 
quainted. The Western districts of 
Central Asin are no exception to the 
rule. We can scarcely, without refer 
ence to this curions fact, comprehend 
the ancient importance of Mery or 
Bactria; and much light is thrown by 
it, as we had occasion a few weeks 
since to point ont, on the present 
condition of the countries adjacent to 
the Caspian Sea, It is remarkable that, 
to the east of the Pamir, the same rule 
holds good, and that Eastern Turkestan 
is, like Western, undergoing a steady 
process of desiccation. At the present 
day, the great desert which stretches 
from Khoten to Lake Lob, and east- 
ward as far as Shachow and Kokonor 
is a trackless wilderness, uninhabitable 
for man or benst, and but rarely 
traversed by a few marauding nomades, 
It is remarkable that the oldest records 
we possess, apenk of the conntry as 
containing several states, with their 
towns, Formerly, the great highway 
from China westward parsed by this 
now closed track. It was thus that, even 
80 late as the latter end of the thirteenth 
century, Marco Polo made his way to 











China. It was by this route that Fra. 
hien set out on his journey to India, 
at tho beginning of the fifth century, 
and it was also by this that the more 
celebrated traveller Yuen-chwang, in 
the seventh, returned from his long 
and adventarous journey. At first, 
there are few notes with regard to the 
cities along the route; bat as time 
wears on, the travellers complain more 
and more of the inhospitable character 
of the coantry, until at last the rond 
seems to have been given up, 80 great. 
were the natural obstacles presented by 
the ever-increasing desert. When first 
we learn about the district, some two 
centuries before the Christian era, we 
find it divided into the Kingdoms of 
Yatien (Khoten), Hanmil, and Lowlan, 
each of which is described as having 
populous cities. The Inst, Lowlan, 
has been pecaliarly unfortunate in the 
uumber of forms its name has under- 
gone. It is apparently identical with 
the T’sung-yung of the “ Book of 
Poetry,” the “Shen-shen” of the Bud- 
dhist travellers, and the “Charchan” of 
Marco Polo, names so diverse that it 
seems difficult to referthem toone origin, 
yet which scem all to have arisen out of 
‘an old form “ Dardana.” Khoten, at the 
time of Yuen-chwang, acknowledged 
its Aryan origin, and adopted a curious 
legend toaccount for its name, rendered 
“ Mamelle de la terre.” Its line of 
sovereigns were said to be descended 
from the great Asoka, King of Taxila, 
one'of whose sons being exiled found 
his home in the new state, However 
this may be, the names of the former 
towns, as handed down, have an Aryan 
tinge about them. At Yuen-chwang’s 
time, Khoten spoke a dialect not unlike 
Sanserit. Dardana,so curiously like the 
Dardania of the Greeks, and the siege 
of which by Wan-wang reminds us of 
that of the Troy of the West, belongs to 
a family of names reaching far into 
Europe. The same may possibly be 
said of Hanmil. Ch’e-mat we most 
probably represent by Akshmarda, 
“sand heaps ;” and Tan-bwang at the 
extreme east, now the frontier station 
of Shachow, apparently points to Tana- 
varcha, the “wide shining.” Of most 
of those names the very memory has 
ceased. Their places literally know 
them no more ; aud were it not for the 
scanty notices in the old Chinese 
authors, we might snppose that the 
desert of Makhai, or Takla Makan, had 
been for ages in the same condition as 
at present. It is at least curions to 
find the same results ocenrring over 80 
vast a district. The canses of the pro- 
gressive desiccation of Asia must be 
cosmical. If we accept the theory of 
the elevation of Central Asia, we must 
perforce place that elevation at a com- 
paratively recent period in the earths 
history, for its effects seem to be as 
yet ouly in a transition state, 














SABBATARIANISM, 
‘Mas of us bave seen the quaint old 
picture which represents a Puritan 
“hanging of his cat on a Monday for 


killing ofaratona Sunday ;” and nothing 
could better represent the antagonism 
between those who songht to make the 
Sabbath a day of darkness and xelf-tor- 
ture, and those who believed that it was 
intended asa day of rest and enjoyment. 
Tt was not till the time of the Stuarts 
that people began, in England, to give 
to Sunday-keeping an austerity which 
had never been asked for it by the 
Romish Church or the leading Re- 
formers, and which was foreign even 
to the Jewish conception of the Sab- 
bath from which, as an institution, our 
own is confessedly derived. Luther 
utterly repudiated such a bondage; 
and we all remember how John Knox, 
going to visit Calvin on a Sunday 
afternoon, found the good man enjoy- 
ing a game of bowls. Nor is it on 
record that even Knox was shocked at 
the discovery. Among the many 
sensible acts of that much-abused 
monarch, James I, must be classed the 
issue of a declaration popularly known 
as the Book of Sports, requiring that 
on Sundays, after divine service, “no 
lawful recreation should be barred, to 
his good people, which should not tend 
tothe breach of the laws of his kingdom 
and the canonsof his ebureb,” Thesports 
specified were dancing, archery, leap- 
ing, vaulting, May games, Whitsunales, 
morrice-dances, and the setting up of 
May-poles; and the occasion of the 
proclamation was the conduct of some 
Paritan authorities in Lancashire who, 
by illegally suppressing the customary 
recreations of the common people, bad 
excited much discontent and inoreased 
the influence of the Roman Cutholics 
by giving a repulsive aspect to the 
reformed religion. We need not 
refer to the success with which 
the Puritans enforced their views dur- 
ing the succeeding reign, nor to the 
reaction, to be followed by an effort of 
the new Evangelical party, in the timo 
of George III, to revive the Puritan 
rigidity of Sunday observance. Snf- 
fice it that the controversy bas cone 
tinued with varied success, and that 
the apostles of “sweetness and light,” 
to quote Mathew Arnold's happy ex- 
pression, seem at last to be making 
steady progress against those who per 
in trying toclothereligion in a dreary 
and repulsive garb. Kingsley’s manly 
instinct, loathing every manifestation 
of cant, advanced the cause in England, 
while Norman McLeod declined the nar- 
row views of the Sabbatarians of Scot 
land.

Says a shepherd, whose dog is 
running wild, to another whom he en- 
counters: “Eb, Sandie, just gic a 
“whustle on ma dowg”! “ Whuatle 
ye on yere ain dowg, yersel?” “Eh 
man, Idarna; it’s the fast-day in 
oore pairish.” We quote from memory ; 
and may not be accurate in the words, 
but we are sufficiently near to the 
sense; and these two sketches, with 
their legends, do bring hom» with mar- 
vollous keenness the extravagance of 
the pretension which they ridicule. OF 
course, they deal with extremes; but 
the reductio ad absurdum is by wo 
means a despicable form of argument. 
—We remember once hearing a Indy 
who was playing a polka tune, but 
who objected to the polka as a dance, 
asked what difference there was 
between playing it with her hands or 
playing it with her feet ; and really the 
question was not far off the mark, 
‘The same may be said of Sunday exer- 
cise and Sunday amusements. What 
is the difference between a walk in the 
country with a stick, anda game of 
oricket with a bat? The movements 
in the one case are more active and 
more healthy, but they are identical in 
character with the others, We take 
down from our shelves the last edition 
of the Oricket Field, by the Rev. James 
Pyeroft, B.A., of Trinity College, Oxford 
and on page 32 we find :—* Dr. Purr on 
a Sundiy evening used to sit on the 
green at Halton (Warwick), with his 
pipe and his jug, to see the parish Inds 
phy at cricket, no one being allowed 

to play who had not been at Church: 
The public-houses were deserted, and 
a better bebaved parish than the 
Aoctor’s was rarely seen in those days.” 
From this we conclude that the author, 
a first-olass cricketer in his time, coin. 
cided with the views of old Dr. Parr. 
And we may add, from our own know- 
ledge, the case of a swall parish in Here- 
fordshire, whose incumbent was in the 
habit not only of looking on at but 
joining in the Sunday evening cricket 
of the lads; aud of whom the Bishop 
used to speak as the best clergyman 
in his diocese. We think it most 
Tikely this gentleman would have given 
the Paritan a sound thrashing for 
hanging his cat, and are quite sure be 
would have ‘avoided Moody and 
Sankey as a pestilence ; but we have 
known him send a Jaboring man who 
was breaking stones, with only a crust 
of bread for his dinner, home to 
the parsonage—with the instruc 
“Here my man, you want a guod 
dinner much worse than I do.
